II can nol be slrcsscd loo much 


or too often that ships will win 
or lose this war. 


Shipping is the bottleneck which 


slows down production, because we 
can't bring enough raw materials 
into the country. Shipping is the 
bottleneck which slows down our 
preparation for taking the offen- 
sive, because we can't transport 
and service enough expeditionary 
forces. 


Nobody ever has stated the men- 


ace of shipping shortage better 
than the Army's brilliant supply 
chief, Licut.-Gcn. Brehon Somcr- 
vell, who said: 


"Dead soldiers can't use 
the 


things that arc delivered too late." 


Exact figures on the shipping 


problems are military secrets. But 
from data approved by censors it 
is possible to point out some per- 
tinent factors. 


In World War I the allies had use 


of the combined tonnages of Bri- 
tain, the United Slates, Italy. Ja- 
pan, 
France, Belgium and Greece, 


plus those of smaller allies and 
benefit from much neutral cargo 
space. 


Now Japan and Italy, whose com- 


bined tonnage at the beginning ol 
1941 was greater than ihat of the 
United Stales, 
are 
against 
us. 


France having fallen, 
we have 


lost Ihe use of much of her ship- 
ping. The same is true of Greece.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. — Fayct- 


tevillo isn't happy. 


Schooled lo take care of a big 


influx of out-of-town people at Uni- 
versity of Arkansas football games, 
farmers' weeks, 4-H club camps and 
invitation track and literary meets, 
Faycttoville citizens feel that it 
would be a breeze to house work- 
ers from a nearby defense or war 
plant, or officers' families from a 
nearby army camp. 


But Fayelteville and Northwest 


Arkansas not only haven't won or 
placed by securing a plant or 
camp, but also have NOT got into 
the show by securing anything be- 
tween a plant or camp and noth- 
ing. 


There was some talk of placing 


a number of army or navy trainees 
on the Razorback campus, but Uni- 
versity and government officials 
couldn't get together on just how 
many or how few to send here. So 
none came. 


So it was with the establishment 


of a basic army or navy air school. 
Only this time there apparently 
wasn't enough level ground at the 
airport. 


Fayelteville is growing. Nol in 


population because of the war, but 
in food for the war. Tomato acre- 
age has been almost doubled. Milk 
and egg production probably is 
25 per cent higher and a new egg 
breaking plant has been establish 
ed hore withi^ the pasl month. 
We are fast realizing that Washing- 
ton county is really and truly ar 
agricultural county.

1,700,000 tons less because France 
has fallen. 


During World War I our principal 


oceanic supply line was only aboul 
3000 miles long. Now we must 
transport materiel 4000 miles to 
Russia, 10,000 miles to Australia, 
12,000 miles to Egypt and Libya. 


These long hauls expose our ves- 


sels more to submarine attack. 
They triple the time required to 
carry a cargo to its destination 
and get back for another. 


In World War I 3.5 gross tons 


of cargo capacity were required 
for each soldier we serviced in 
France. 


In view of the long haul and mod- 


ern mechanization, this figure has 
been multiplied several times. Pro- 
bably nobody will argue that we 
can get by, in World War II, with 
less than 10 gross tons of capacity 
for each soldier in our expedition- 
ary forces. 


Such a computation can not be 


authoritative. But it can point the 
way to three conclusions: 


First, we need more shipping, 


fast, with which to bring raw ma- 
terials into the United States. 


Second, we need more shipping, 


fast, with which to transport and 
service the expeditionary forces 
that eventually will defeat Hitler 
and the Japs. 


Third, civilians must cheerfully 


accept transfer to war use of ev- 
ery possible ton of cargo space, 
and must pass up everything dis- 
pensable which would divert ship- 
ping that is badly needed for the 
benefit of United Nations fighting 
forces.
